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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4/18/06 and 3/21/08, was filed 
and the submissions are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Priority 

2. It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. the Japanese Application, filed in Japan.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
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granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hayakawa et 

al. (US 2007/0018470). 

Hayakawa et al. (US 2007/0018470) discloses a robot hand apparatus which includes: 
a plurality of finger mechanisms (Fig. 1 ) each elongates from a base; and a power 
source, a motor (see paragraph 56),actuating each finger mechanism, the robot hand 
apparatus further comprising: a plurality of finger mechanism actuation units (see Figs. 2 
and 3) for actuating each finger mechanism; and a power transmission mechanism 
transmitting a power from the power source to at least two of said plurality of finger 
mechanisms at different timing.
